Many thanks for your letter on the pensions program. je all 
share in your hopes that it will soon be operational. The Kanch 
Committee had quite an extended discussion of your letter and on 
the pension plan at our meeting of 5/23/80, and I wanted to pass 
on to you our concerns and considerations. We decided not to make 
any final decision on the Plan until we sce the actual details of 
how it will work, especially relating to elegibility. So in nege- 
tiations, we will iammitially propose to continue she Fresdman/ 
Travertine participation in it. But we do feel we need the additional 
information we originally asked for, and the actual elegibility 
provisions of the plan, before asking the company to pay this mowey 
into the plan rather than directly to the workers. Inflation has 
caused a real economic crisis in the lives of most of our members, 
and we have an obligation to them to justify and account for every 
penny in wages lost or deferred. Please don't take it personally 
Sf we decide that, in the final analysis, it is not in the interests 
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of our members. I am sure that if we were at E & A or D 
there would be none of this questioning; but our turnove 
man is so high, we have to ask some hard questions. 


Again, our thanks for the information you sent, and we will 
be looking forward to receiving the additional information as soon 
as possible.
